In cafe of IV. @no be it enalten, If any ferry-keeper fhall die between the fetting of the
‘;z;’;ﬁ:’;gﬁs county court, that any two juftices may, in their difcretion, permit any inhabi-
&e. ’tant of their county to keep the ferry until the next court, who may appoint fuch
perfon for the refidue of the year ; and the perfon obtaining fuch permit fhall en-
ter into recognizance before the two juftices, fimilar to the recognizance herein

before direted to be taken by the court.

Courts may V. Qnd be it enafted, That nothing in this a& contained fhall extend, or be
agree with  conftrued to extend, to prohibit the county courts, as heretofore practifed, from
